1“ETER Lyle, an ex-legislator of 
Graves county, died at Paducah the 
other night, at the home of his sister. | 

He %vas 64 years old. Several years ago 
he received a fall and death resulted 
fnim the effects and dropsy combined. 

He lived at Symsonia, and went to Pa- 
ducah for medical treatment. He was 
a prominent citizen of Graves county, 
and, until lately, operated flour and 
woolen mills. 

The assessor’s tax books for Wood- 
ford county for the year 1891 have just 
been delivered to the auditor at Frank- 
fort. An examination of the hooka 
shows that Woodford has 117,998 acres 
of land and 861 town lota, assessed at 
88,048,550, and a total assessed value of 
real and personal property of 88,528,538. 

The number of legal voters in the coun- 
ty is 8,072. There are 152 individuals in 
the county who pay taxes on property 
exceeding in value 813,000. The largest 
tax-payer is A. J. Alexander, who pays 
on 8784,488. Frank B. Harper, of Nan- 
tura farm, pays on 8184,750. Woodford 
raised last year 2,974,600 pounds of to- 
bacco; 1,813,100 pounds of hemp; 4‘i7,415 
bushels of com, and 814,815 bnahels of 
wheat. 

Wade Wilson,- the twelve-year-old 
lad at Guthrie, who shot Frank John- 
son, a negro boy of the same ago, re- 
cently, had his trial a few days ago at 
Guthrie. The court decided the shot to 
have been accidental, and dismissed the 
case. 

The Frankfort school board has about 
concluded that a night school is a lux- 
ury which their constitutents fail to ap- 
preciate. The school is maintained at 
an expense of^O to 880 per month, and 
the usual number of pupils is from 
eight to ten. 

The Farmers’ alliance of Grave# 
county has nominated John T. Dough- 
ady for the legislature, and instructed 
for S. B. Erwin for the senate. 

A COMPANY of young gentlemen haa 
been formed at I’rinceton, to be mus- 
tered into tbe honorable ranks of the 
Kentucky state gnanls. 

I’oixz Bates and Geo. IVard, the ne- 
gro slayers of Marshal Wells, of Junc- 
tion City, have been sentenced to the 
penitentiary for twenty -one years.
